Whether another dirigible will be 
built to replace the Shenandoah 
was declared by Secretary Wilbur 
today to be purely a budget ques- 
tion. 
While he declined to comment 
upon the assumption of President 
Coolidge at Swampscott that the 
Navy will want to replace the lost 
air cruiser, Mr. Wilbur let it be 
known that the a will 
not be deterred by the loss of the 
Shenandoah in pursuing its lighter- 
than-alr program, Limitations on 
that program, he asserted, will be 
determined primarily by financial 
considerations. 

The Nevy Department, however, 
is convinced, he id, that in its 
program, the heavier-than-air 
eraft are entitled through demon- 
strated achievements to priority in 
the expenditures of moneys, and 


that the lighter-than-air craft 
must de content with what is 
available er needs are 
cared for. 


UP TO BUDGET 


This decision was reached, he 
asserted, before the accident of 
the Shenandoah in connection 
with budget problems. Although 
Mr. Wilbur refrained from an- 
nouncing what was in prospect for 
the naval air station at Lakehurst, 
N. J., he tndicated that the Budget 
Bureau will determine its fate 
through the estimates it approves 
for the fiscal year 1927. The posi- 
ition of the department in this re- 
spect has been determined, but not 
made public. There have been in- 
dications, however, that with the 
funds the Budget Bureau is dis- 
posed to allow the Navy, the Los 
Angeles will de tied up in its 
hangar, and the station closed or 
put on skeleton basis for an in- 
definite period.

Supreme Moment Near in 
Joint Offensive

PARIS, Sept. 4.—-The supreme 
moment of the Franco-Spanish of- 
fensive against Abd-El Krim is 
rapidly approaching. 

At Alhucemas Bay the Spanish 
fleet, composed of the battleship 
Alfonso XIII, the cruisers Eugenia, 
Estramadura and Reina Victoria, 
and a dozen destroyers, has bom- 
barded the Rifflan shore batteries, 
barbed wire barricades and 
trenches almost continuously since 
Monday afternoon, while an air 
fleet of eighty odd planes has car- 
ried out bombing raids during the 
daylight hours. 

In spite of the loss of the trans- 
port Espana Quinta with a large 
number of troops, the Spanish have 
debarked detachments nightly at 
Penon Island, from where they will 
be sent ashore on barges. 

At the mouth of the Lau River 
the French fleet, composed of the 
battleship Paris, the cruisers Metz 
and Strasbourg, five scout cruisers 
and a dosen destroyers and gun 
boats, kept up a violent bombard- 
ment on the Riman 
trenches to clear the way for the 
debarkment of 30,000 Spanish 
troops now concentrated at Ceuta, 
who are to fight their way up the 
Lau Valley to Sheshuan and make 
a junction M 
Petain’s French troops from the 
Ouzzan. 

The final push toward Adr and 
Sheshuan has been held up for 
days because Krim has 
concentrated 26,000 Riflan regu- 
lars around Alhucemas to repel the 
less than 20.000 Spanish and even 
a larger number of his best troops 
are at Sheshuan, so the Spanish 
have decided to do more bombing. 
The Spanish transports ieft

In 1913 Pres.dent Wiiwn was 
forced to take a hand in the great 
strike at the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company's mines in Colorado. 

In 1919 came the strike of the 
bituminous miners. The miners 
had demanded a 60 per cent in- 
crease in wages and these demands 
were refused. When the strike was 
called for November 1, 1919. the 
Secretary of Labor made two at- 
‘tempts at conciliation. President 
Mison wrote letters telling both 
operators and miners that it was 
incumbent upon them to submit to 
arbitration in the public interest 
and to keep up production.

RUHR DESCRIBED 


Germans Passed Through 


First French Move Seen as 
Ridiculous 


Anger, Then Resignation 
Followed

FOREIGN 
BRUSSELS (Belgium) Aug. 16. 
With the practical evacuation of 
the Ruhr it may not be without 
interest to recall some of the 
phases of this remarkable period in 
German history. The measure of 
success is doubtful. It may be 
that, in later years, more light will 
be shed on the whole matter. Be 
that as it may, the present narra- 
tive deals with personal observa- 
tions. 

It will be remembered that the 
first troops of occupation (those of 
France) entered Westphalia on 
January 11, 1923. Less than «4 
month later I had occasion to 
cross Germany from Switzerland. 
Conversation with fellow-traveliers 
naturally turned to the new effort 
by France to obtain compliance of 
Germany with the conditions of the 
Peace = The French move. 
on the whole, was regarded as a 
joke. Dinner on the train, on — 
e- 


explained 
whether the French had advanced 
sufficiently far to cross the route 
we were taking. 

In Berlin was very noticeable 
that the French and Belgians alone 
were held responsible. The n- 
glish and American troops had, 
paradoxically enough, “made «4 
good impression.”

The paramount feeling was one 
of bitter hatred, and the only de- 
sire was for revenge. “Even tf it 
takes us fifty years” I was told, 
“we'll pay them back.” 

Twelve months elapsed before I 

id a further visit. Arriving in 

ruin I found, in conversation 
with Germans, the same tendency 
to look upon the occupation as «a 
ridiculous affair. Before I left, 
however (some six weeks later) it 
was beginning to be realized that 
the French were not in a playful 
mood. The German now was less 
inclined to smile. In fact, he 
cursed. His anger was real. 

I returned four months later, by 
way of the Ruhr. Trains did not. 
in those days, run to time-tables. 
The occupying authorities had be- 
come exceedingly provocative, and 
it seemed that everything possible 
was done which could hinder Ger- 
man travellers, particularly at the 
Customs and on entering the dif- 
ferent “zones.” 

The Ruhr occupation would 
seem, then, in the German mind, 
to have been divided into thee 
stages. From being an object of 
ridicule it became one of bitter 
hatred and, finally, came resigna- 
tlon—though not forgetfulness.

The era of revolutions is ended. There 18 
no revolt in any of the States or Federal 
districts; amd Mexico’s foreign relations 
As a result 
Mexico is receiving general recognition as 
a world power and an essential factor in 
the establishment and maintenance of world 
peace. 

In the President's message is no trace of 
the demagogic spirit. There is no appeal 
to passion or prejudice, nothing calculated 
to set one class or community against an- 
other. Neither are there artful evasionge. 
He discusses the agrarian question temper- 
ately and tolerantly, explaining that there 
will be mo expropriation of property, but 
that there must be progressive development 
of the agricultural lands in the interest of 
the agrarian population. 

He seeks to encourage the investment of 
foreign capital in Mexican industries, and 
gives assurance of the full protection of the 
Federal government. But this mvestment 
must be for the purpose of development. 
This he stresses in referring to the mining 
industry when he says that foreign holders 


Mexico is entering an era of economic and 
industrial development; and at the head of 
the government is an official of character, 
vision, energy and unchallenged probity. 
The clouds of revolution and anarchy have 
been driven away by a strong wind of pa- 
triotic fervor and the political heavens are 
reflecting the radiance of the southern skies 
that cause the Mexican table lands to be 
included among the choicest residential 
spots on the earth's surface. 


TIME AGAIN 
This is the season of the year when 
parents are approached by their children 
asking to remain out school and take up 
commercial duties. between 14 and 
16, some even younger, get the idea about 
two weeks before school starts that they 
have learned enough and want to jump into 
the world of business and fight their way 
to the top. 
It is the most important stage of a young- 
ster’s life. It is one of the most important 
questions that a parent has to answer. At 
this time in Los Angeles and Southern Call 
fornia there are thousands of boys who 
have the matter of giving up school on 
their minds. Dach summer sees a small 
army of juvenile helpers enter the business 
and industrial world to make a little money, 
either through necessity or to get funds to 
use during the school year. Some employ- 
ers are unprincipled enough to persuade 
these boys to remain out of school on the 
promise of a few dollars’ rise in pay. Oth- 
ers, it is pleasant to note, urge them to re- 
turn to their school duties. 


Boys with an education get to the top 
quicker than those without. Youngsters 
who are contemplating leaving school 
should bear this in mind. If they go through 
school, high school at least, their chances 


‘in the business world are just so much bet- 


ter. Parents who feel themselves being 
persuaded to let their children have their 
way regarding this should bear in mind 
that they owe it to their progeny that they 
get the best possible education. Luxuries 
should be renounced and skimping should 
be indulged in to give the boys and girls a 
proper education. 

Business and industrial concerns give 
more attention to the educational qualif- 
cations of employees than formerly. Un- 
less a boy wants to go through life work- 
ing with his hands instead of his braing he 
must have schooling. It has been deter- 
mined by the larger manufacturing and 
business institutions that boys and girls 
who have not had at least a year or two 
of high-school work gre not qualified to fill 
the more responsible positions satisfacto- 
rily. 

Keep the boys and girls in school by all 


means, send them to high school, even if 


one ts forced to go into debt to do it.

TIMBER WASTE DEPLORED. 


Reforestation Association Head Tells Lions’ Club of 


Vital Need for Protection of Forests 


Declaring that the waste of timber and other natural resources in 
this country during the last hundred years furnishes the most glaring 
example of profiigacy in the history of the world, George H. Barnes, 
president of the American Reforestation Association, in an address be- 
fore the Lions’ Club at the Biltmore yesterday, painted a dark picture 
of the nation's fate unless energetic steps be taken to check the waste

has denuded its forest areas to 
an extent almost as great as that 
of China, where the process of de- 


struction has been going on for 
more than $00 years.’ asserted Mr. 
Barnes. 


EXAMPLE CITED 


“China today is pointed out as 
a horrible example of what hap- 


pens when a country’s forest re- 
It ip a land 
and famines’! 


sources are depleted. 
of alternate floods 
where a large portion of the pop- 
ulation lives In misery.” 

The speaker stressed especially 
the ignorance of the effect of 
Jenuding the forests on the part 
of the general public. 

“Very few people have any idea 
as to the relation between the 
timbered areas and the water sup-' 
y.“ said Ar. Barnes. There 
a very definite relation. The sup- 
ply of water depends upon 
maintenance of the forests. Cut 
down your forests and you will 
have no water.” 

He emphasized the fact that 
this ‘s a problem facing not only 
the arid regions but that it con- 
fronts every State in the Union. 


“All the States are having their} 


water troubles,” he said. “It may 
tase the form of drought or ot 
flood, but in ths last analysis the 
reason for the trouble, whatever — 
is, may be traced te the absence of 
the trees which once grew in such 
abundance in virtually every part 
of the country.“ 

Tie stated that during the last 
siz years the United States has 
written off as a dead ioss 720, 
000,000,0000 due to destruction 
through flood and drought brought 
on by improper water distribution 
caused by the depletion of its for- 
ests. 

“This year alone will see food 
destruction resulting in losses that 
will aggregate more than 2.2000. 
000,000." he declared.

Manufacturers Bring Suit 
Against Petroleum Concern 
for $101,150 


Charging the Julian Petroleum 
Company with refusing to accept 
pumps under an agreement en- 
tered into October 22, 1923, the Joy 


Manufacturing Company yester- 
day filed suit against the oll com- 
pany for $101,150 damages.
